[Text]  In  this  hour,  we  will  discuss  the  direction  to  be  taken  in  the  economy 
next  year,  which  was  announced  recently  by  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  ring.  As  has 
already  been  reported,  the  authorities  have  made  public  the  so^alled  di¬ 
rection  to  be  taken  in  the  econouQr  next  year.  According  to  this,  they  will 
continuously  attain  an  economic  growth  rate  of  7.5  ])ercent  next  year  by  con¬ 
tinuously  expanding  the  opportunities  for  employnent  through  the  attainment 
of  stability  in  the  consumer  economy  and  by  promoting  equipment  Investment. 
They  said  that  they  will  curb  inflation  by  holding  wholesale  price  increases 
to  1  to  2  percent  and  consumer  price  increases  to  2  to  3  percent,  and  will 
reduce  the  deficit  in  operating  costs  to  the  level  of  $5  to  $1  billion  by 
increasing  the  capability  for  competition  in  exports  and  by  doubling  efforts 
to  exploit  the  e3q>ort  market.  This  is  very  preposterous. 

Tne  infeasibility  of  the  direction  to  be  taken  in  the  econo^  next  year,  as 
announced  b:*-  the  authorities,  is  shwn  by  the  fact  that  they  vowed  to  achieve 
stability  arid  attain  continuous  growth  by  pronroting  soEething.  The  ^on  Tu- 
tiwan  ring  has  raved  that  the  econoay  developed  in  a  stable  raanner  this  y^r 
as  a  res^t  of  the  promotion  of  equipment  investiffint  and  the  expansion  of 
opportunities  for  employment.  This  is  a  sheer  lie  designed  to  deceive  the 
people.  As  is  widely  known,  instead  of  attaining  stable  growth,  the  economy 
i-his  vear  faced  depression  and  a  crisis  much  more  serious  than  last  year  s. 
Exports,  which  are  said  to  play  a  leading  role  in  developing  the  South  Korean 
econow,  have  declined  seriously  because  of  the  weakness  of  international 
cospetitive  capability  and  because  of  U.S.  and  Japanese  control  over  im^rts. 
According  to  materials  released  by  the  authorities  in  a  very  exag^rated 
manner,  last  yearns  export  goal  fell  short  of  98  percent.  It  is  expected 
that  this  year’s  goal  will  be  far  short  of  that.  As  a  laatter  of  fact,  aborts 
declined  further  this  year.  Exports  in  the  third  quarter  decreased  fay  18.5 
percent  as  ensnared  with  the  first  quarter  and  by  nearly  10  percent  ss  com- 
pared  with  the  second  quarter*  On  tlie  other  hand,  xn^orts  increased  Dj 
i^rlv  15  percent.  Exaorts  in  the  first  half  of  the  year  show  a  deCTease  of 
53.7  ^rcent  in  cement  as  compared  with  the  same  period  of  the  prevro^  year, 
a  decrease  of  23.2  percent  in  plywood,  and  a  decrease  of  2.2  percent  xn 
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maritime  products.  In  particular,  export  results  at  the  end  of  September 
this  year  remained  at  the  level  of  54.6  percent  as  compared  with  the  same 
period  last  year.  Exports  decreased  further  in  October  by  [figure  indistinct] 
percent,  causing  depression  in  the  South  Korean  economy,  ponderously  depend¬ 
ent  on  both  exports  and  foreign  forces. 

According  to  materials  released  by  the  authorities,  with  curtailed  statis¬ 
tical  figures,  the  trade  deficit  of  $1.66  billion  at  the  end  of  June  this 
year  increased  to  $2.24  billion  in  September,  It  is  expected  that  this 
figure  will  increase  to  $3  billion  by  the  end  of  the  year. 

The  deficit  in  the  balance  of  international  payments  increased  from  $680 
million  in  the  first  quarter  to  $1.45  billion  at  the  end  of  August  this  year. 

Industrial  production  has  continuously  decreased  as  a  result  of  the  increase 
of  goods  in  stock  caused  by  the  decrease  in  exports.  Industrial  production 
decreased  in  the  third  quarter  by  3.9  percent  as  compared  with  the  first  half 
of  the  year.  Long-range  indices  in  November  decreased  by  2  percent  as  com¬ 
pared  with  October.  Enterprises  have  gone  bankrupt  en  masse  after  scaling 
down  operations  and  after  failing  to  ])ay  bills.  According  to  materials  re¬ 
leased  by  the  authorities,  538  enterprises  failed  to  pay  bills  as  of  the  end 
of  September  this  year  and  388  enterprises  were  forced  to  stop  fund  trans¬ 
actions  in  Octob  er  because  they  were  unable  to  meet  bills.  More  than  500 
workers  were  recently  dismissed  because  the  Tong jin  industrial  company  in 
Pusan  went  bankrupt  as  a  result  of  debts  amounting  to  1.5  billion  won. 

Nevertheless,  while  distorting  facts  by  saying  that  they  enjoyed  an  economic 
boom  this  year,  the  authorities  have  raved  that  they  will  continuously  attain 
economic  growth  at  the  level  of  this  year  and  will  increase  exports.  How 
brazen  they  are! 

The  Chon  Tu-hwan  ring  has  also  raved  that  it  will  curb  inflation,  to  a 
certain  degree. 


The  Chon  Tu-hwan  ring  is  now  babbling  that  prices  have  remained  stable  for 
4  years  running.  The  price  of  such  staples  as  rice  and  barley  and  other 

^^g^gggLties  has  gone  up  rantJy  as  cor^amd  to  prxces  of  last  year, 

a  year  that  was  much  less  table. 


The  stable  prices  advertised  by  the  authorities  are  only  armchair  statistics 
fabricated  by  the  Chon  T»-hwaa  ring  for  the  demanst ration  effect.  In 
actualltv,  it  i  s  utter  aoasease  to  talk  about  stable  prices  while  leaving 
the  subordinate  nature  of  the  economy,  which  is  entirely  dependent  on  for¬ 
eign  countries  in  terms  of  capital,  raw  materials,  and  materials,  as  it  is. 

In  addition,  his  babblings  that  he  will  continue  the  policy  of  improving 
productivity  in  agriculture  and  self-sufficiency  in  staples  that  he  will  push 
ahead,  on  &  full  scale,  with  the  project  of  exploring  other  sources  of  in¬ 
come  for  the  rural  community  next  year  are  nothing  but  empty  words  not  worth 
discsssing. 


Despite  this,  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  ring  is  now  enumerating  chimeral  promises  as 
if  he  were  about  to  bring  something  to  the  people  next  year.  This  is  nothing 
but  part  of  a  ploy  to  lay  foundations  for  the  general  elections  scheduled 
for  early  next  year,  whose  chief  goal  is  to  placate  the  antigovernment  senti¬ 
ment  growing  daily  among  the  people.

On  21  Ueceitfcer,  the  puppet  traitor  threateningly  ordered  severe  punishment, 
by  law,  of  those  who  would  illegally  hinder  the  election,  and  thoroughgoing 
control  of  those  who  would  create  social  disorder  during  the  election  period. 
On  19  DeceisSier,  the  person  occuping  the  position  of  puppet  minister  of  edu¬ 
cation  said  that  the  joint  activities  of  students  to  oppose  the  election 
would  continue  during  the  vacation  season.  He  then  threateningly  said  that  he 
would  sternly  control  these  activities  in  accordance  with  the  current  law. 


Facts  well  show  how  Indiscreetly  the  Chon  Ta-hwan  ring  has  run  amok  to  con¬ 
solidate  its  ruling  system  by  wielding  swords.  Bie  puppet  clique’s  fascist 
directives  have  revealed  the  intention  of  consolidating  a  system  for  long¬ 
term  power  by  concocting  the  National  AsseE&iy  election  throng  means  of 
violence  and  swindle  after  binding  the  hands  and  feet  of  the  people  on  the 
pretext  of  an  election  climate  and  after  banning  all  the  activities  of  patrio¬ 
tic  and  democratic  forces  and  political  opposition  factions.  This  is  proven 
by  the  fact  that,  while  threateningly  saying  that  they  will  not  tolerate 
those  who  violate  the  election  law,  the  rascals  have  maneuvered  to  win  votes 
hy  having  the  rabble  of  the  Democratic  Justice  Party  [DJP],  a  private  party, 
establish  an  election  headquarters  and  disseasdnate  false  election  pledges. 

The  Ghon  Tts-fewan*  ring's  frantic  raising  of  a  fuss  in  vowing  to  control  those 
who  will  violate  the  election  law  by  issuing  a  guideline  after  having  all  the 
police  forces  assuase  a  posture  of  vigilaiice  reveals  its  uneasiness  and  panic 
resulting  from  a  daily  increasing  crisis  in  Its  rule  and  from  social  disorder. 
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The  antifascist  struggle  for  democratization,  which  has  continued  among  the 
South  Korean  students  and  people  from  all  walks  of  life,  has  shown  signs  of 
expansion,  with  the  election  of  the  puppet  National  Assembly  scheduled  for 
the  early  part  of  next  year  as  momentum.  Students  of  Koryo  University  in 
Seoul  recently  decided  to  carry  out  a  campaign  to  obtain  1,000,000  signatures 
of  those  who  oppose  the  upcoming  National  Assembly  election. 

Kim  Yong-sam,  former  president  of  the  defunct  New  Democratic  Party,  said  that 
the  National  Assembly  election  scheduled  for  this  coming  February  is  nothing 
but  a  procedure  to  consolidate  a  foundation  for  perpetuating  one-man  dictator-- 
ship  by  the  puppet  traitor.  Figures  from  various  social  circles  have  raised 
their  voices,  denouncing  and  rejecting  the  current  election  system.  Perplexed 
by  this,  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  ring  has  created  a  whirlwind  of  tyranny  in  such  a

An  act  of  concealing  criminal  maneuvers  to  provoke  a  new  way  by  distorting 
facts  to  the  extent  that  a  nonexistent  southward  invasion  from  the  North  is 
viewed  as  the  cause  of  the  heightening  of  tension  on  the  Korean  peninsula 
could  only  be  committed  by  bellicose  elements .

by  sending  relief  goods  to  our  flood-stricken  people  with  sincerity.  North 
Korea  has  clearly  shown,  at  home  and  abroad,  that  it  has  no  intentionudf 
attacking  the  South.  Nevertheless,  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  ring  has  clamorously 
babbled  about  the  theory  of  southward  invasion,  the  false  nature  of  which 
already  has  been  fully  exposed.  This  is  an  outrageous  and  intolerable  act 
against  the  people. 
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As  a  matter  of  fact,  it  is  the  U.S.  aggressors  and  the  Chon  Tu-hwan  ring, 
their  stooges,  who  have  willfully  heightened  tension  on  the  Korean  peninsula 
by  frantically  running  amok  to  provoke  a  new  war  through  deploying  more 
than  1,000  nuclear  weapons  and  U.S.  forces  numbering  more  than  40,000  men 
in  South  Korea.

[Text]  Tokyo,  27  Dec,  KYODO — Despite  growing  signs  of  Kim  Chong-il  about  to 
replace  his  father  President  Kim  Il-song  as  North  Korean  leader,  his  where¬ 
abouts  remain  a  mystery. 

A  senior  Japanese  foreign  ministry  official  questions  the  rationale  of  the 
present  North  Korean  leadership  barring  the  heir  apparent  from  meeting  foreign 
visitors  to  Pyongyang . 

”He  is  not  in  town,"  the  official  said  quoting  North  Korean  officials  who  were 
rejecting  a  request  by  Thai  Deputy  Premier  Phichai  Rattakun  who  later  related 
the  episode  to  Japanese  officials  in  Tokyo. 

Phichai  who  left  for  home  Wednesday  after  visiting  North  Korea,  China  and  Japan, 
also  recalled  in  conversations  with  the  Japanese  that  a  mere  mention  of  Kim 
Chong-il 's  name  prompted  North  Korean  officials  to  stand  up  suddenly  from  their 
seats. 

Phichai ’s  request  for  a  meeting  with  the  junior  Kim  was  denied.  Masashi 
Ishibashi,  chairman  of  the  Japan  Socialist  Party,  was  also  told  by  his  North 
Korean  hosts  during  his  September  visit  there  that  the  president’s  son  was 
not  available. 

The  Thai  deputy  premier  said  he  was  startled  by  the  unexplained  North  Korean 
gesture,  according  to  the  Japanese  ministry  source. 

It  is  not  immediately  known  if  North  Korea  is  still  in  the  process  of  carefully 
grooming  younger  Kim  as  the  president’s  successor. 

The  Public  Security  Investigation  Agency  in  the  Japanese  Justice  Ministry 
hinted  in  a  report  released  Wednesday  the  42-year-old  Kim  may  succeed  his  72- 
year-old  father  as  North  Korean  leader  next  year.

[Text]  Pyongyang,  17  Dec  (XINHUA) — The  coal  output  of  the  Democratic  Peo¬ 
ple’s  Republic  of  Korea  is  expected  to  reach  a  record  of  70  million  tons  this 
year,  the  last  year  of  the  country's  second  seven-year  plan  (1978-1984). 

In  the  past  seven  years,  Korea's  coal  production  rose  by  about  40  percent 
over  the  year  before  the  plan  with  an  average  annual  increase  of  3  million 
tons . 

Lacking  oil  resources,  Korea  is  rich  in  anthracite  and  brown  coal.  The 
government  always  regards  the  development  of  the  coal  Industry  as  a  strat¬ 
egic  task  in  developing  national  economy. 

The  state  has  laid  a  solid  material  and  technological  foundation  for  enhanc¬ 
ing  coal  production  capacity  by  increasing  investment,  /training  engineers 
and  technicians  and  setting  up  coal  mining  machine-building  bases  through 
technological  cooperation  with  foreign  countries . 

The  Anju  coal  mine,  called  one  of  the  three  lifelines  of  the  Korean  economy, 
is  a  key  energy  base  developed  during  the  second  seven-year  plan.  Its  out¬ 
put  in  1983  was  5  million  tons,  a  60-percent  hike  over  the  previous  year, 
and  that  of  this  year  is  expected  to  go  up  by  over  40  percent  to  sur¬ 
pass  7  million  tons . 

The  output  this  year  of  the  Sunchon  mine  in  South  Pyongang  Province,  another 
important  base  of  the  country,  is  expected  to  increase  by  70  percent  over 
last  year.

Summing  up  the  proud  successes 
and  experiences  won  in  the  land  management  domain  in  the  past,  the  meeting 
discussed  measures  for  thoroughly  Implementing  the  party's  land  administration 
policy. 

The  national  meeting  of  land  administration  workers  is  of  great  significance 
in  improving  and  strengthening  land  administration  work  in  accordance  with 
the  demands  of  the  developing  revolution  and  in  accelerating  socialist  con¬ 
struction.

We  should,  first  of  all, 
properly  prepare  the  general  plan  for  land  construction  and,  based  on  this 
plan,  should  carry  out  the  land  construction  in  a  systematic  manner. 

The  general  plan  for  land  construction  is  a  unified,  comprehensive,  and 
prospective  plan  to  reasonably  develop  and  utilize  the  lands  and  resources  in 
order  to  correspond  to  the  development  of  the  national  economy,  to  the  pro¬ 
motion  of  the  people *s  welfare,  and  to  build  the  lands  beautifully.  Only 
when  we  correctly  establish  the  general  plan  for  land  construction,  can  we 
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reasonably  develop  and  utilize  the  lands  and  resources  in  accordance  with  the 
development  of  the  nation’s  economy  and  the  people’s  demands  in  their  liveli¬ 
hood,  and  by  preventing  wastes  in  labor,  materials,  and  funds,  manage  the 
nation’s  household  in  a  frugal  manner. 

Unless  we  correctly  establish  the  general  plan  for  land  construction,  we  may 
cause  a  great  loss  to  the  nation,  for  we  may  build  houses  on  grounds  where 
iron  ore  id  deposited  and  build  railways  and  roads  in  a  place  where  a  reser¬ 
voir  should  be  constructed. 

A  general  plan  for  land  construction  should  be  certainly  and  correctly  laid 
out  in  order  to  carry  out  land  construction  in  a  unified  manner  and  with  a 
goal  in  mind.  What  should  be  correctly  stipulated  and  reflected  in  the  general 
plan  for  building  up  land  are  the  overall  ways  to  utilize  arable  land,  forests, 
rivers,  and  coastal  and  territorial  waters;  to  construct  railways  and  roads, 
to  deploy  towns,  villages,  plants,  and  enterprises,  and  to  develop  natural 
resources . 

The  general  plan  for  land  construction  should  also  be  framed  on  the  principle 
of  taking  into  consideration  the  question  of  not  damaging  arable  land;  the  ques¬ 
tion  of  not  building  oversized  cities;  the  climatic  and  endemic  characteristics 
of  each  region,  prospects  for  its  development,  and  demands  in  terms  of  nation¬ 
al  defense;  and  on  the  principle  of  taking  measures  to  prevent  pollution  in 
advance. . 

To  correctly  map  out  the  general  plan  for  land  construction,  the  work  of  com¬ 
prehensively  surveying  and  studying  the  status  quo  of  land  and  natural  re¬ 
sources  should  be  carried  out  well.  Comprehensively  surveying  and  studying 
the  status  quo  of  land  and  natural  resources  are  the  first  steps  to  correctly 
designing  a  general  plan  for  land  construction.  Only  when  the  work  of  compre¬ 
hensively  surveying  and  studying  the  status  quo  of  land  and  natural  resources 
is  conducted  well  can  a  chuche-oriented  and  realistic  general  plan  for  land 
construction,  which  meets  the  actual  circumstances  of  our  country,  be  worked 
out  and  actively  contributed  to  accelerating  socialist  economic  construction 
and  manage  the  economy  of  the  country  with  a  goal  in  mind. 

The  field  of  land  administration  shoxild  thoroughly  established  a  system  in 
which  local  land  planning  organs  comprehensively  survey  the  status  quo  of  land 
and  natural  resources  and  regularly  report  any  changes  in  the  status  quo  to 
the  central  administration;  should  study  and  analyze  the  surveyed  data  in  a 
scinwtific  manner;  and  should  correctly  indicate  the  overall  way  of  land 
construction  from  a  party-minded  and  state-minded  standpoint. 

Unifying  the  work  of  mapping  out  the  plan  is  among  the  important  ways  for 
correctly  designing  the  general  plan  for  land  construction.  Only  when  the 
work  of  designing  the  plan  is  iunlfied  can  the  demands  of  the  party’s  policy, 
the  creativity  of  localities,  the  centralized  discipline  of  the  state,  and 
democracy  be  correctly  combined  with  the  plan  and  a  scientific  and  dynamic 
plan  be  mapped  out  be  getting  rid  of  subjectivity  and  provincialism. 
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The  field  of  land  administration  should  thorou^ly  abide  by  the  principle  of 
unification  in  designing  the  general  plan  for  land  construction*  To  unify 
the  work  of  framing  the  general  plan  for  land  construction,  the  central  land 
planning  administration  should  inform  the  local  land  planning  organs  of  the 
direction  for  statewide  development  so  that  they  can  map  out  the  general 
plans  for  land  construction  in  each  region  in  conformity  with  the  demands 
of  the  state  and  their  concrete  conditions* 


The  local  land  planning  organs  should  report  to  the  central  land  planning 
administration  the  guidelines  of  the  general  plan  for  regional  land  construc¬ 
tion  which  is  laid  out  on  the  principle  of  removing  particularism  and  maximiz¬ 
ing  mobilization  of  local  reserves  and  potentials. 


A  system  should  be  thoroughly  established  in  which  fields  of  the  national 
econon^r  inform  the  land  planning  organs  concerned  of  the  data  concerning  the 
work  of  mapping  out  plans  and  agree  with  them  in  framing  their  own  prospective 
plan  for  construction. 


To  correctly  map  out  the  general  plan  for  land  construction,  the  subjectivity 
and  arbitrariness  of  individual  functionaries  in  mapping  out  plans  should  be 
eliminated,  and  full  and  maximum  play  should  be  given  to  collective  wisdom. 

Along  with  the  work  of  correctly  mapping  out  the  general  plan  for  land  con¬ 
struction,  strict  discipline  should  be  established  in  which  all  construction 
projects  are  carried  out  in  accordance  with  the  plan.  Farming  the  general 
plan  for  land  construction  does  nto  have  a  self-serving  aim,  but  is  aimed  at 
execution  without  fail. 


If  all  fields  of  the  national  economy  arbitrarily  conduct  construction  projects 
while  failing  to  follow  the  general  plan  for  land  construction,  land  construc¬ 
tion  cannot  be  carried  out  with  a  goal  in  mind  and  there  would  be  no  need  to 
map  out  a  general  plan.  Since  the  general  plan  for  land  construction  is  a 
state  law,  no  one  has  a  right  to  violate  it. 


The  field  of  land  aximlnistration  should  not  be  content  with  the  formulation 
of  the  general  plan  for  land  construction.  It  should  establish  strict  dis¬ 
cipline  so  that  all  construction  projects  can  be  carried  out  in  accordance 
with  the  general  plan. 


The  field  of  land  administration  should  establish  a  system  which,  if  plants^ 
enterprises,  or  cooperative  bodies  raise  a  matter  concerning  application 
for  a  construction  permit,  would  review  In  a  concrete  manner  whether  or  not 
the  matter  xneets  the  general  plan  for  land  eonstmctlon  and  guide  them  to

this  end.  Also,  when  technical  tasks  concerning  the  eons 


residential  areas  are  raised  it  should,  first  of  all 
they  can  be  xtrpiemented  on  the  principle  of  pre^ 
facilities  that  will  preserve  the  envlronmeiit  Ir 
constnxction  to  be  carried  cHit* 
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feportant  for  production  and  a  great  as-sst  for  ee 
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and  the  people's  lives.  Only  when  farmland  management  is  carried  out  well 
can  agricultural  production  be  increased  and  the  people's  standard  of  living 
be  improved  constantly.  Farmland  is  a  precious  property  for  making  of  our 
generation  and  generations  to  come  flourish  and  prosper. 

Protecting  farmland  is  also  important  in  its  management.  When  we  conduct  this 
work  well,  we  will  not  lose  farmland  and  will  effectively  utilize  it  generation 
after  generation.  We  should  create  many  terraced  fields,  build  dikes  in  needed 
places,  plant  weeping  trees,  make  windbreaks  on  levees,  and  readjust  ditches, 
thus  preventing  even  an  inch  of  farmland  from  being  damaged  or  lost. 


Actively  improving  farmland  is  also  important  in  its  management.  Only  when 
we  actively  carry  out  the  work  of  improving  farmland  can  we  turn  all  paddy 
and  dry  fields  into  fertilized  fields  and  constantly  increase  agricultural 
production.  Farmland  should  be  systematically  improved  by  tilling  the  soil 
and  applying  crushed  lime  on  the  basis  of  ingredients  of  each  piece  of  land. 

We  should  fertilize  dry  land  by  putting  much  manure  into  it  and  by  planting 
[word  indistinct]  crops  on  it. 

Constantly  increasing  arable  land  is  one  of  the  important  tasks  in  managing 
farmland.  A  reserve  for  increasing  the  production  of  grain  lies  with  the 
expansion  of  the  amount  of  arable  land  in  our  country  where  per-chongbo  grain 
yield  has  reached  -a  high  level. 

As  put  forth  by  the  Sixth  Party  Congress,  300,000  chongbo  of  tideland  should 
be  reclaimed  and  200,000  chongbo  of  new  land  should  be  found  by  vigorously 
waging  the  movement  to  reclaim  tideland  and  find  new  land  through  an  all-out 
mobilization  of  the  entire  party,  country,  and  all  the  people. 

Unnecessary  levees  and  ditches  around  paddy  and  dry  fields  and  fields  full 
of  stones  should  be  removed  and  the  amount  of  arable  land  should  be  expanded 
by  powerfully  conducting  the  work  of  land  readjustment. 

Thoroughly  estabUshing  the  order  of  utilizing  farmland  is  an  important  de¬ 
mand  in  protecting,  managing,  airf  making  effective  use  of  it.  Only  when  the 
order  of  utilizing  farmland  is  thorou^ily  established  can  the  pheaorenon 
of  damaging  or  abusing  it  be  removed  and  the  national  economy  he  managed  well. 
¥e  should  prevent  the  phenomenon  of  leaving  farmland  unused  or  abusing  it  hy 
thoixsa^ily  establishing  the  order  of  its  utilizatifni. 

^ea  one  wants  to  use  parcels  of  arable  land  as  construction^sites,  he  miSt 
obtain  authorization  for  such  a  use  of  the  land  parcels  and  if  and  when  the 
utiMty  purpose  h&cmes  different  from  the  original  one,  he  must  obtain  another 
authorization  even  if  oi^  authorization  has  already  been  granted.  Also,  it 
must  be  seen  to  that  people  do  not  abandon  whole  parcels  of  ar^le  land  and 
leave  unused  because  they  find  the  land  unusable. 


Sfext,  the  work  of  tree-planting  and  of  preserving  and  managing  the  forest  should 
be  done  well.  Ihe  forest  is  one  of  the  nation’s  valuable  resources  and  a  very 
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important  means  for  the  protection  of  the  farmland.  Only  when  tree-planting 
is  done  well  and  only  when  the  forests  are  preserved  and  managed  well,  can 
we  develop  the  economy,  improve  the  living  conditions  of  the  people,  pre¬ 
text  the  farm  land,  and  beautify  the  land  by  endlessly  increasing  forest  re¬ 
sources. 

In  a  country  like  ours,  which  has  a  lot  of  mountains,  it  is  especially  import¬ 
ant  to  do  a  good  job  of  tree-planting  and  preserving  and  managing  the  forests. 
First  of  all,  we  must  pay  great  attention  to  the  work  of  tree-planting  and 
create  all  kinds  of  forests,  including  timber  forests,  economic  forests, 
protected  forests,  and  ornamental  forests — all  with  a  view  toward  the  future. 

If  we  are  to  create  forests  well,  we  must  set  a  plan  for  the  creation  of 
forests  and  do  the  work  of  tree-planting  in  accordance  with  the  plan.  We 
should  correctly  set  a  prospective  plan  for  the  creation  of  forests  and  an 
existing  plan  for  the  creation  of  forests  in  accordance  with  the  purposes  of 
forest  preservation  and  kinds  of  trees  to  be  planted  as  stipulated  by  the  de¬ 
mands  of  the  general  plan  for  land  building,  and  then  create  the  forest  based 
on  such  plans. 

Giving  priority  to  the  production  of  seedlings  is  an  important  demand  in  the 
creation  of  the  forests  with  a  view  toward  the  future.  We  must  endlessly 
increase  the  production  of  seedlings  and  actively  use  even  the  self-grown 
seedlings  by  correctly  establishing  the  system  of  gathering  and  growing  seeds 
and  by  positively  accepting  the  methods  of  growing  seedlings  in  the  forests, 
in  between  trees,  and  the  advanced  methods  of  growing  seedlings. 

In  the  work  of  creating  the  forests,  it  is  Imperative  to  observe  the  principles 
of  planting  trees  in  suitable  place  in  a  timely  manner.  For  a  tree  to  grow 
well,  it  must  be  provided  with  the  proper  weather  and  soil  conditions  for  its 
biological  characteristics.  The  work  of  creating  forests  should  be  done  on 
the  basis  of  concrete  examination  and  analysis  of  the  weather  and  soil  condi¬ 
tions  of  the  tree-planting  location  and  in  accordance  with  the  characteristics 
of  the  districts  and  biological  characteristics  of  the  kinds  of  trees. 

Making  tree  planting  a  mass  movement  participated  in  by  all  the  people  in  the 
country  has  been  a  policy  persistently  maintained  by  our  party  in  the  work  of 
creating  forests.  Since  tree  planting  should  be  done  collectively  in  vast 
areas  within  a  short  period  of  time,  the  work  cannot  be  done  well  with  only 
the  forces  of  the  forestry  sectors;  the  entire  population  should  be  mobilized 
for  the  creation  of  many,  many  forests. 

We  must  designate  places  of  tree  planting  for  institutes,  enterprises,  and 
cooperative  organizations  and  see  to  it  that  they  responsibly  plant  trees  in 
those  designated  places. 

Tn  particular,  we  must  see  to  it  that  LSWYK  organizations  and  schools  make 
positive  efforts  for  the  creation  of  LSWYK  forests  and  Juvenile  Corp  forests 
and  plant  more  trees.  Also,  we  should  see  to  it  that  people  in  the  broad 
sectors  actively  participate  in  tree  planting  by  doing  a  good  job  of 
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organization  work  on  arbor  day  and  during  the  month  of  tree  planting.  In  this 
way,  we  should  create  forests  of  2  million  chongbo  within  a  few  years,  in  the 
near  future . 

The  work  of  managing  trees  should  be  done  well  on  top  of  the  work  of  planting 
more  trees.  Tree  planting  will  be  meaningless,  no  matter  how  many  may  have  been 
planted,  if  they  are  left  to  die  through  poor  management.  We  should  decisively 
raise  the  rate  of  surviving  trees  through  good  management  of  trees  and  should 
see  to  it  that  the  trees  grow  well  by  planting  many  wild  beans  in  between  the 
trees  so  as  to  prevent  weeds  from  growing  there. 

Preserving  forests  well  is  no  less  important  than  the  work  of  creating  forests. 
We  should  see  to  it  that  not  even  a  single  tree  is  harmed  by  paying  great 
attention  to  the  work  of  preserving  forests.  If  we  are  to  preserve  the  for¬ 
ests,  we  should  take  a  thorough  step  to  prevent  brush  fires.  Once  a  brush 
fire  erupts,  the  valuable  forest  resources  that  have  grown  for  dozens  of 
years  can  be  lost  instantly.  We  should  see  to  it  that  people  observe  the 
dictates  of  order  [word  indistinct]  when  they  go  into  the  mountains  and  when 
people  at  cooperative  farms  make  bonfires  in  fields  and  play  games  around 
them. 

We  should  see  to  it  that  the  system  of  surveillance  for  forest  fires  is 
established  in  an  orderly  way  and  that  forest  fires  are  thoroughly  overseen. 
Also,  we  should  set  up  a  forest  fire  prevention  belt,  thereby  preventing  a 
forest  fire  from  spreading  further  should  one  occur. 

If  the  forests  are  to  be  preserved  in  good  condition,  we  should  see  to  it 
that  no  one  cuts  trees  or  cultivates  forests  without  permission.  If  any 
agencies,  enterprises,  or  cooperative  organizations  want  to  cut  trees  or  cul¬ 
tivate  forests,  we  should  see  to  it  that  they  get  permission  from  the  organs 
concerned. 

It  is  also  important  to  intensify  the  struggle  against  blight  and  harmful 
insects  in  the  work  of  preserving  forests.  We  should  prevent  harmful  in¬ 
sects  from  spreading  to  forests  by  establishing  a  quarantine  system  and  should 
detect  blight  and  harmful  insects  on  a  timely  basis  and  thoroughly  exterminate 
them  by  stepping  up  (?surveillance)  work. 

We  should  map  out  a  measure  to  comprehensively  utilize  the  forestry  resources 
in  tandem  with  the  work  to  create  and  preserve  forests.  We  should  do  a  good 
job  in  calculating  the  present  situation  and  prospects  for  wood  resources 
and  should  utilize  them  according  to  plans.  At  the  same  time,  we  should  see 
to  it  that  we  effectively  utilize  raw  materials  for  oil,  feed,  and  medicines, 
such  as  pine  nuts,  wild  walnuts,  acorns,  and  medlcianl  herbs. 

We  should  help  make  many  profitable  animals  propagate  by  utilizing  forests, 
thereby  making  the  mountains  teem  with  profitable  animals  such  as  deer,  roe 
deer,  pheasants,  and  woodpeckers. 
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It  is  necessary  to  correctly  establish  the  order  of  utilization  for  forestry 
resources  in  order  to  comprehensively  utilize  those  resources.  The  land  man¬ 
agement  sector  should  survey  and  grasp  all  forestry  resources  as  well  as  wood 
resources,  should  regularly  (?check)  the  status  of  utilization  of  and  change 
regarding  forestry  resources,  and  should  organize  and  control,  in  a  uniformed 
fashion,  the  work  of  utilizing  forestry  resources. 

Next,  it  is  necessary  to  do  a  good  job  in  building  and  managing  roads.  Roads 
occupy  an  important  position  in  developing  the  country's  economy  and  provid¬ 
ing  accommodations  for  people's  living.  When  we  do  a  good  job  in  building  and 
maintaining  roads,  we  can  smoothly  satisfy  the  increasing  demand  for  transport¬ 
ation,  accelerate  economic  construction,  and  provide  better  accommodations  for 
the  people's  living. 

Roads  are  the  face  of  the  country  and  one  of  the  important  symbols  signifying 
the  level  of  cultural  development.  The  status  of  roads  shows  the  level  of 
development  of  a  country  and  its  cultural  level.  We  should  see  to  it  that  we 
establish  the  road  network  rationally  by  building  many  roads.  We  should  build 
more  expressways  according  to  plans  in  conformity  with  the  demands  of  the 
country's  economic  development  and  people's  living.  We  should  also  complete 
the  country's  general  road  network  by  building  necessary  industrial  roads, 
(?roads  in  fields,  and  roads  in  forests). 

We  should  pay  deep  attention  to  endlessly  improving  the  technical  status  of 
roads.  When  we  endlessly  improve  the  technical  status  of  roads,  we  can  in¬ 
crease  the  capabilities  of  vehicle  transport  and  guarantee  the  safety  and 
speediness  of  traffic. 

It  is  necessary  to  ensure  that  all  roads  are  of  perfect  style  by  broadening 
narrow  roads,  straightening  winding  roads,  and  leveling  steep  roads, 
while  vigorously  carrying  out  the  work  of  technological  (?lmprovement)  of 
roads.  At  the  same, time,:  it  is  necessary  to  pave  roads  well  and  refurbish 
bridges  so  that  heavy  and  bulky  vehicles  can  cross.  At  present,  we  should 
pave  all  heavily-traveled  roads  and  important  arterial  roads,  including  the 
road  between  (Sinanju)  and  Sinulju  and  the  road  between  Wonsan  and  Mount 
Kumgang.  In  order  to  successfully  carry  out  the  work  of  improving  the  tech¬ 
nical  status  of  roads,  we  should  map  out  a  state-level  measure  to  provide  modern 
road-building  facilities,  including  road-paving  machines,  to  the  road  building 
sector. 

It  is  needed  to  regularly  carry  out  the  work  of  repairing  and  maintaining 
roads.  If  we  just  build  roads  but  do  not  regularly  repair  and  maintain  them, 
we  cannot  see  to  it  that  the  roads  are  maintained  and  kept  durable  and  in 
good  condition.  It  is  necessary  to  allot  shares  for  repairing  roads  to 
agencies,  enterprises,  and  cooperative  farms  and  make  them  regularly  manage 
roads.  Also,  it  is  necessary  to  intensively  mobilize  the  labor  force  and 
transport  means  during  spring  and  autumn— the  periods  for  work  to  put  roads 
in  good  condition — and  spread  gravel  and  sand  on  roads .  We  should  well  main¬ 
tain  and  manage  (the  roadbed  and  ditches)  alongside  reads  in  conformity  with 
the  demands  of  technical  specifications,  and  plant  fruit  trees  and  profitable, 
beautiful,  small  trees,  as  well  as  lay  turf  along  the  roads. 
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Only  by  successfully  carrying  out  riverine  maintenance  work  can  we  prevent 
flood  damage  and  protect  the  country’s  precious  treasures,  such  as  land, 
cities,  villages,  and  plant  life.  In  particular,  under  circumstance  of  heavy 
rain  resulting  from  unusual  weather  conditions,  it  is  very  Important  to  suc¬ 
cessfully  carry  out  riverine  maintenance  work.  The  national  territory  main¬ 
tenance  sector  should  prevent  rivers  from  overflowing  by  carrying  out  riverine 
maintenance  work  successfully. 

The  primary  question  in  riverine  maintenance  work  is  to  maintain  rivers  suc¬ 
cessfully.  We  should  successfully  maintain  all  rivers  by  extensively  digging 
riverbeds,  by  correctly  leading  river  streams,  by  building  river  banks,  by 
planting  willows  along  rivers,  and  by  laying  rocks  and  lawn  cover.  In  parti¬ 
cular,  we  should  correctly  maintain  the  Taedong  and  Chaeryong  rivers  with  the 
construction  of  Nampo  lockgate  so  that  we  can  prevent  paddy  fields  along  these 
rivers  from  being  submerged  in  water. 

We  should  correctly  establish  the  work  system  for  maintaining  small-  and 
medium— sized  rivers  in  a  planned  manner.  We  should  also  take  a  correct  mea¬ 
sure  to  achieve  this  end  on  a  state— wide  scale. 

We  should  extensively  carry  out  erosion  control  work.  The  rising  of  river¬ 
beds  and  the  Inundation  of  rivers  are  caused  by  landslides.  In  order  to 
prevent  flood  damage,  we  should  correctly  carry  out  erosion  control  work. 

We  should  build  banks  to  prevent  landslides  along  the  upper  streams  of  rivers 
and  along  the  steep  slopes  of  river  banks,  build  retaining  walls,  and  plant 
trees  so  that  we  prevent  soil  and  sand  from  drifting. 

We  should  build  and  correctly  maintain  various  facilities,  such  as  banks  and 
lockgates,  along  rivers.  Only  by  building  and  correctly  maintaining  various 
facilities,  such  as  banks  and  lockgates,  along  rivers  can  we  prevent  flood 
damage  and  increase  the  country’s  scenic  beauty.  In  order  to  correctly  con¬ 
trol  and  utilize  rivers,  we  should  build  more  small—  and  medium— size  banks 
and  lockgates.  For  the  time  being,  we  should  concentrate  on  lockgates  that 
are  being  built  on  the  Taedong  river;  we  should  quickly  complete  the  con¬ 
struction  of  these  lockgates. 

We  should  correctly  maintain  beaches  and  coastal  areas.  There  are  large  quan¬ 
tities  of  va. ious  maritime  and  underground  resources  in  the  coastal  areas  and 
seas  in  our  country.  If  we  correctly  exploit  resources  in  coastal  areas  and 
seas,  we  can  rapidly  develop  the  country’s  economy  and  greatly  improve  the 
people’s  standard  of  living.  We  should  maintain  and  make  the  fatherland  s 
coastal  areas  much  more  beautiful  and  clean  by  correctly  carrying  out  the  work 
of  controlling  coastal  areas  and  seas  so  that  we  can  keep  the  seas  well- 
stocked  with  fish.  We  should,  first  of  all,  correctly  maintain  beaches. 

We  should  maintain  beaches  in  such  a  manner  as  to  protect  them  from  damage 
by  waste  water  from  plants  and  cities  and  tidal  waves,  in  order  to  exploit 
maritime  resources  and  defend  the  country.  We  should  firmly  build  various 
lasting  protection  facilities,  such  as  dams,  along  the  beaches.  We  should 
also  establish  forests,  as  a  wind  breaker,  along  the  beaches,  with  a  view  to 
the  future . 
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Along  with  successfully  maintaining  the  beaches,  we  should  correctly  protect 
and  exploit  maritime  resources  and  resources  under  seabeds.  We  should  take 
measures  to  rpotect  fish  that  are  designated  by  the  government  for  special 
protection,  fish  that  remain  in  a  particular  area,  and  newly-hatched  fish, 
and  stop  catching  fish  with  fishing  gear  whose  use  is  prohibited  and  with 
explosives . 

We  should  take  measures  to  exploit  resources  under  seabeds,  with  a  view  to  the 
future. 

In  order  to  improve  and  strengthen  the  maintenance  of  the  national  territory, 
we  should  strengthen  supervision  and  control  of  the  maintenance  of  the  na¬ 
tional  territory.  Under  circumstances  in  socialist  society  in  which  there 
remain  the  remnants  of  timeworn  ideologies  in  the  minds  of  people  and  in 
which  all  people  have  not  been  remolded  into  communists  who  value  and  love 
the  national  territory  and  resources  as  their  own,  we  cannot  successfully 
carry  out  the  work  of  maintaining  the  national  territory  with  Ideological 
Indoctrination  work  only. 

In  order  to  carry  out  the  work  of  maintaining  the  national  territory  success¬ 
fully,  we  should  strengthen  supervisory  and  control  work  among  workers,  along 
with  carrying  out  ideological  indoctrination  work.  Only  by  strengthening 
superlvlsion  and  control  over  the  management  of  the  national  territory  and 
take  measures  to  reveal  illegal  acts  in  a  timely  manner. 

In  order  to  strengthen  supervision  and  control  over  the  management  of  the 
jiaCional  territory,  we  should  declare,  improve,  and  complete  laws  and  regula¬ 
tions  for  this  sector.  Laws  and  regulations  on  the  management  of  the  nation¬ 
al  territory  are  basic  means  for  supervision  and  control  over  management  of 
the  national  territory.  Without  improving  the  completion  of  laws  and  regula¬ 
tions  on  the  management  of  the  national  territory  to  meet  the  requirements 
of  the  development  of  the  situation,  we  cannot  have  a  correct  standntd  of 
supervision  and  control  nor  can  we  establish  firm  discipline  and  order  in 
the  management  of  the  national  territory.  We  should  comprehensively  review 
laws  and  regulations  on  the  management  of  the  national  territory  and  make 
these  laws  and  regulations  much  more  complete  by  rescinding  and  correcting 
those  which  are  not  needed  and  formulating  those  that  are  needed. 

We  should  exercise  supervision  and  control  over  the  management  of  the  national 
territory  by  adopting  various  forms  and  methods.  By  increasing  the  role  of 
inspection  and  supervisory  agencies ,  we  should  correctly  review  and  super¬ 
vise  the  state  of  observation  and  implementation  of  laws  and  regulations  on 
the  management  of  the  national  territory.  We  should  prevent  the  trend  of 
of  violation  of  laws  by  strengthening  the  system  of  licensing,  legislation, 
and  ratification. 

The  trend  of  violating  laws  and  regulations  on  the  management  of  the  national 
territory  should  be  controlled  sternly. 

Developing  science  and  technology  in  the  sector  of  the  management  of  the  na¬ 
tional  territory  is  one  of  the  important  methods  to  improve  the  management  of 
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the  national  territory.  Without  developing  science  and  technology,  we  cannot 
continuously  improve  the  management  of  the  national  territory  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  work  of  making  the  people *s  econotr^r  chuche-oriented, 
modern,  and  scientific.  Functionaries  in  the  sector  of  the  management  of 
the  national  territory  should  correctly  realize  the  significance  of  the  de¬ 
velopment  of  science  and  technology  in  improving  and  strengthening  the  man¬ 
agement  of  the  national  territory  and  should  concentrate  on  developing  science 
and  technology. 

We  should  strengthen  research  work  for  the  national  territory  and  for  the 
management  of  resources.  It  is  important  to  strengthen  research  work  in 
forestry  science  and  research  work  regarding  the  national  territory  and  the 
management  of  resources.  Natural  science  research  agencies  should  closely 
the  national  territory.  Without  developing  science  and  technology,  we  can¬ 
not  continuously  improve  the  management  of  the  national  territory  to  meet  the 
requirements  of  the  work  of  making  the  people ^s  economy  chuche-oriented,  mo¬ 
dern,  and  scientific.  Functionaries  in  the  sector  of  the  management  of  the 
national  territory  should  correctly  realize  the  significance  of  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  science  and  technology  in  improving  and  strengthening  the  management 
of  the  national  territory  and  should  concentrate  on  developing  science  and 
technology. 

We  should  strengthen  research  work  for  the  national  territory  and  for  the 
management  of  resources.  It  is  important  to  strengthen  research  work  in 
forestry  science  and  research  work  regarding  the  national  territory  and  the 
management  of  resources.  Natural  science  research  agencies  should  closely 
study  scientific  and  technological  questions  concerning  the  varieties  of 
trees  and  the  formation,  protection,  and  management  of  forests.  We  should 
successfully  conduct  research  involving  application  of  the  results  of 
sophisticated  science  and  technology,  such  as  electronic  computers,  aviation, 
and  space  photography,  to  plans  for  forestry  surveying  and  the  management  of 
forests.  Thus,  we  should  quickly  raise  forestry  science  and  forestry  manage¬ 
ment  technology  to  a  world  level. 

We  should  strengthen  study  on  the  construction  of  roads,  bridges,  and  rivers. 
Since  the  construction  of  roads,  bridges,  and  rivers  is  aimed  at  ensuring 
the  prosperity  of  our  posterity  forever,  we  should  build  them  in  such  a 
scientific  and  technical  manner  as  to  make  them  superior  in  the  distant  fu^ 
ture. 

The  road,  bridge,  and  river  construction  research  sectors  should  strengthen 
research  on  construction  forms,  methods,  and  materials  which  suit  the  natural 
and  geological  conditions  of  our  country  and  the  taste  of  our  people. 

We  should  strengthen  the  research  work  regarding  protecting  our  natural 
environment,  such  as  the  air  and  water.  Only  by  successfully  carrying  out 
the  work  of  protecting  our  natural  environment,  including  the  air  and  water, 
can  we  protect  the  people^ s  health  and  provide  them  with  much  more  sanitary 
and  cultural  living  condition.  We  should  take  correct  scientific  measures 
to  remove  materials  polluting  air  and  water  in  major  cities  and  industrial 
zones  and  to  dispose  of  contaminated  water. 
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Along  with  the  work  of  strengthening  scientific  research  work,  we  should 
vigorously  carry  out  a  mass  technical  Innovation  movement.  The  sector  of 
management  of  the  national  territory  should  correctly  set  the  goal  and  stage 
of  technical  innovation  to  meet  the  characteristics  of  various  sectors, 
should  help  scientists,  technicians,  and  workers  positively  participate  in 
the  technical  innovation  movement,  and  should  help  them  develop  good  exper¬ 
iences,  creative  ideas,  and  new  discoveries  by  extensively  organizing  among 
them  technical  apprenticeship  training  sessions,  technical  innovation  semi¬ 
nars,  and  presentations  of  experiences. 

Successfully  carrying  out  planning  work  is  an  important  requirement  for  im¬ 
proving  and  strengthening  the  management  of  the  national  territory.  The 
sector  of  management  of  the  national  territory  should  concentrate  on  plan¬ 
ning  work  and  decisively  improve  this  work.  We  should  thoroughly  guarantee 
the  scientific  and  practical  nature  of  planning  by  making  planning  uniform 
and  specialized,  by  increasing  the  abilities  of  planning  workers,  and  by  posi¬ 
tively  adopting  advanced  planning  methods. 

In  order  to  improve  and  strengthen  management  of  the  national  territory ,  the 
sector  of  management  of  the  national  territory  should  successfully  carry  out 
the  work  of  managing  and  operating  enterprises.  The  management  of  the  na¬ 
tional  territory  is  difficult  and  complicated  work  that  requires  great  quan¬ 
tities  of  equipment,  mateTlals ,  funds,  and  labor  manpower,  and  that  is  in¬ 
fluenced  by  nature  to  a  great  extent.  Without  successfully  carrying  out  the 
work  of  managing  and  operating  enterprises,  the  sector  of  management  of  the 
national  territory  cannot  carry  out  management  activities  in  a  rational  man¬ 
ner  nor  can  it  correctly  implement  the  party's  policy  for  management  of  the 
national  territory. 

The  important  thing  in  improving  the  management  of  enterprises  is  to  suc^ss- 
fully  carry  out  economic  organizational  work  in  accordance  with  the  require¬ 
ments  of  the  Taean  work  system.  By  correctly  carrying  out  the  work  of  form¬ 
ulating  plans  and  by  strengthening  technical  guidance,  the  sector  of  man 
agement  of  the  national  territory  should  carry  out  the  work  of  economic  guid¬ 
ance  and  management  of  enterprises  in  accordance  with  socialist  economic 
and  management  of  enterprises  inaccordance  with  socialist  economic  rules  and 
with  economic  and  techniral  requireBKnts .  By  successfully  carrying  out  the 
work  of  equiprent  maintenance  and  ^terlai,  financial,  and  labor  ^nag^nt, 
it  should  "utilize  equipment  to  the  maxi  mm,  prevent  waste  of  raw  materials 
and  funds,  and  utilize  labor  manpower  effectively. 

The  correct  ispienentation  of  the  independent  acco^niting  system  by  the  sector 
of  mauaeement  of  the  national  territory  is  one  of  the  Important  qnestions  in 
is^roviig  the  work  of  managing  enterprises.  The  independent  account^  sys¬ 
tem  is  a  superior  method  of  economic  sanage^nt  that  suits  the  transitional 
nature  of  socialist  society.  Only  hj  correctly  ij^le^tisg  the  independent 
accounting  system  can  we  ccaiduct  economic  i^na^ijsnt  in  a  rational  manner 
bv  correotlv  corfeining  the  interest  of  the  ^verasent  with  that  of  the  pro¬ 
dding  masses  and  by  helping  workers  display  their  revolutionary  zeal  and 
cra^atiivB  posxtixvxt:y  tjo  the 


In  order  to  correctly  implement  the  Independent  accounting  system,  we  should 
correctly  formulate  regulations  and  detailed  rules  on  this  system.  If  we 
implement  the  independent  accounting  system  in  a  ponderous,  heavy  manner 
without  regulations  and  detailed  rules  that  suit  the  characteristics  of  various 
sectors,  we  will  dampen  workers^  zeal  for  production  and  will  cause  various 
deviations  in  economic  management.  The  sector  of  management  of  the  national 
territory  should  comprehensively  review  the  existing  regulations  and  detailed 
rules  on  the  independent  accounting  system  and  should  correct  those  regula¬ 
tions  and  detailed  rules,  if  necessary.  It  should  also  formulate  new  regu¬ 
lations  and  detailed  rules,  if  necessary. 

In  order  to  improve  and  strengthen  management  of  the  national  territory,  we 
should  further  increase  the  role  of  government  agencies.  The  management  of 
the  national  territory  is  one  of  the  important  tasks  assigned  government 
agencies.  As  a  master  who  is  in  charge  of  all  affairs  of  areas  concerned, 
government  agencies  should  uniformly  grasp  the  management  of  the  national 
territory  and  carry  out  this  work  as  the  work  of  the  people ^s  committees. 

We  should  carry  out  the  work  of  managing  the  national  territory  as  a  mass 
movement.  Without  mobilizing  the  broad  strata  of  the  people,  we  cannot  carry 
out  the  work  of  managing  the  national  territory,  because  the  goal  and  scale 
of  this  work  are  vast,  and  because  this  work  requires  a  long  period  of  time. 

Governing  organs  of  various  levels  should  make  residents  voluntarily  parti““ 
cipate  in  the  land  management  work  by  making  them  deeply  understand  the 
importance  and  signifiance  of  the  work.  It  is  necessary  to  allot  shares 
of  the  society  for  managing  land  and  resources  to  all  units,  including  agen¬ 
cies  and  enterprises ,  and  make  them  manage  land  and  resources  with  responsi¬ 
bility. 

Strengthening  legal  control  is  one  of  the  important  functions  of  governing 
organs.  Governing  organs  should  firmly  arm  residents  with  the  law-abiding 
spirit  by  widely  explaining  and  publicizing  law  rules  and  regulations  about 
land  management  among  the  residents.  The  organs  should  intensify  legal  control 
over  illegal  acts  by  enhancing  the  role  of  socialist  law-abiding  life  guid 
ance  committees.  The  governing  organs  should  also  supothly  guarantee  the 
working  conditions  for  land  management  agencies.  The  organs  should  acquaint 
themselves  with  the  status  of  labor  force  in  the  land  management  sector  in 
a  detailed  fashion,  should  make  up  the  shortage  of  labor  force  on  a  timely 
basis,  and  should  take  good  care  of  the  living  of  working  people. 

It  is  necessary  to  step  up  party  guidance  over  land  management  work.^  Step¬ 
ping  up  party  guidance  is  a  basic  guarantee  for  improving  and  intensifying 
land  management  work.  When  we  correctly  carry  out  party  guidance,  we  can 
psh  ahead  with  land  management  work  in  conformity  with  party  policy  and  in¬ 
tentions  and  endlessly  improve  and  intensify  the  work  in  compliance  with  the 
demands  of  developing  reality . 

What  is  important  in  the  party  guidance  over  land  management  work  is  to  firmly 
close  the  ranks  of  land  management  sector  functionaries.  Because  they  are 
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burdened  with  a  heavy  responsibility  for  protecting  and  inanaging  land  and 
resources,  the  land  management  sector  functionaries  should  be  more  loyal  to 
the  party  and  more  patriotic,  and  more  faithful  to  the  party  principles  than 
anyone  else. 

Party  organizations  should  consolidate  the  ranks  of  land  management  sector 
functionaries  as  ranks  of  able  persons  among  whom  the  party  s  unitary  ideologi’- 
cal  system  is  firmly  estabished,  and  who  are  endlessly  loyal  to  the  party  and 
the  revolution,  who  are  faithful  to  the  party  principles,  and  who  are  prepared 
technologically  and  administratively. 

What  is  also  important  in  party  guidance  over  land  management  work  is  to 
intensify  ideological  indoctrination  work  for  the  party  members  and  the  work¬ 
ing  people.  The  party  organizations  should  carry  out  in  a  substantive  manner 
Indoctrination  about  loyalty,  indoctrination  about  socialist  patriotism,  and

NODONG  SINMUN  ON  U.S.  WITHDRAWAL  FROM  UNESCO

[Text]  Pyongyang,  24  Dec  (KCNA) — NODONG  SINMUN  today  comes  out  with  an  article 
headlined  "Withdrawal  or  Expulsion?"  in  connection  with  the  formal  announcement 
of  the  U.S.  Government  that  the  United  States  would  withdraw  from  the  UNESCO, 
effective  from  31  December. 

Recalling  that  the  United  States  sent  an  "ultimatum"  on  28  December  last  year 
that  it  would  formally  withdraw  from  the  UNESCO  one  year  thenceforth,  if  there 
were  no  "radical  reform"  in  the  organisation,  the  paper  continues: 

Accusing  the  UNESCO  of  having  been  too  much  politicized  and  squandering  funds 
and  having  turned  into  an  international  forum  attacking  the  United  States,  it 
demanded  that  the  UNESCO  should  take  "a  fundamental  step"  to  end  such  activ¬ 
ity  through  the  afore-said  "reform." 

This  was  a  very  impudent  act  for  gaining  control  on  the  UNESCO  and  manipulating 
its  activities  for  reactionary  purpose.  This  ran  up  against  the  strong  opposi¬ 
tion  of  many  countries  of  the  world  from  the  first  step. 

The  "politicisation"  and  "squander  of  funds"  on  which  the  United  States  raised 
such  a  terrific  outcry  were  nothing  but  an  absurd  pretext  for  delivering  it¬ 
self  out  of  the  sorry  plight  into  which  it  had  been  driven  by  its  utter  isola¬ 
tion  in  the  organisaton.  Now  three-quarters  of  the  160  UNESCO  members  are 
developing  countries. 

With  the  admission  of  a  great  many  Third  World  countries  to  this  organisation, 
their  will  began  to  be  reflected  in  its  activities.  As  a  result,  the  United 
States  could  no  more  freely  dictate  its  terms  to  it  and,  moreover,  found  itself 
isolated  or  put  in  the  dock  more  often  than  not. 

Unreasonable  is  their  cry  over  "squander  of  funds."  Everyone  knows  that  the 
UNESCO  is  operated  on  the  principle  of  agreement.  Its  secretariat  refuted 
the  allegation  of  the  United  States,  declaring  that  it  had  so  far  executed 
only  the  decisions  adopted  by  consensus  at  the  general  meetings.  The  U.S. 
demand  was  intended  to  threaten  the  UNESCO  with  the  "weapon  of  money." 
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But  the  "effect"  of  the  threat  of  the  U.S.  policy-makers  to  the  UNESCO  for  a 
term  of  one  year  turned  out  to  be  rejection  by  the  overwhelming  majority  of 
its  member  nations.  The  United  States  was  denounced  and  isolated  for  its 
base  act  over  the  last  one  year . 


People  now  see  clearly  once  again  that  the  days  have  gone  never  to  return  when 
the  United  States  could  ride  the  high  horse  and  it  is  running  headlong  down¬ 
hill. 

It  is  reasonable  enough  to  say  that  the  United  States  did  not  withdraWj  but 
was  expelled  from  the  UNESCO.

The  U.S.  imperialists  and  the 
Japanese  reactionaries  use  them  as  a  camouflage  for  the  conversion  of  Japan 
into  a  nuclear  base. 


The  conversion  of  Japan  into  a  nuclear  base  is  an  important  demand  of  the 
U.S.  imperialists'  global  strategy.  Clinging  to  the  aggressive  strategy 
for  dominating  the  world,  the  U.S.  imperialists  are  trying  to  inveigle  Japan 
into  the  nuclear  military  alliance  by  linking  her  with  the  NATO,  contending 
that  Japan  is  "the  first  line  of  the  U.S.  strategy"  along  with  Western  Europe. 

The  U.S.  defense  secretary,  when  he  visited  Tokyo  in  spring  this  year,  de¬ 
manded  Japan  to  take  a  more  active  part  in  the  U.S.  global  strategy  and  Japan 
showed  a  response  to  this.

The  Western  capitalist  countries  are  finding  themselves  in  such  an  impasse 
where  they  cannot  maintain  their  ailing  economic  system  without  robbing  the 
developing  countries  of  raw  materials  and  primary  products.  Hence  they  are 
resorting  to  all  descriptions  of  tricks  regarding  prices  in  order  to  take 
from  the  developing  countries  raw  materials  and  primary  products  at  cheaper 
prices . 

Owing  to  such  plunder  by  the  Western  capitalist  countries,  not  a  few  of  the 
developing  countries  which  have  already  achieved  political  independence  have 
not  yet  gained  full  economic  emancipation.  In  actuality,  the  raw  material 
production  structures  in  the  developing  countries  have  become  lopsided.  In 
many  of  them  more  than  80  percent  of  foreign  currencies  are  from  the  export 
of  raw  materials  and  their  varieties  limited  to  one  or  two. 

For  this  reason  the  developing  countries  are  suffering  from  a  serious  shortage 
of  raw  and  other  materials  in  developing  their  economy  in  a  many-sided  way  and 
facing  great  difficulties  in  the  struggle  for  economic  self-reliance  and  social 
progress .
